SOFIA, Bulgaria, Jan. 13.—All 
Bulgaria was celebrating the birth 
of a Princess this morning—the 
first child of King Boris III and 


Queen Joanna. Mother and child 
were reported in excellent health.

as non-intoxicating. 

The language of the change in 
the new proposal, to limit penal- 
ties to beverage above 3.05 per cent, 
follows:

COUNTY BANKERS 
CUT WITHDRAWALS 


Declaring an emergency existed 
in the St. Louis County banking 
situation, “due solely to a panic- 
stricken public,” the St. Louis 
County Bankers’ Association last 
night decided to apply the 30-day 


notice rule to dithdrawals of sav- 
ings deposits in sums up to 3100, 
and to require 60 days’ notice for 
withdrawals of some more than 
$100, by savings depositors. 
Thirty-eight banks, through their 
representatives in a meeting held 
at Hotel Chasé, voted to adopt the 
30-day and 60-day rules, which the 
banks are authorized to place in 
effect at any time, under the reg- 
ulations printed in depositors’ pass- 
books. 

Sixteen of the county banks 
decided also to limit withdrawals 
on checking accounts to 5 per cent 
a month of the balance on hand 
yesterday. Money deposited today 
or later, it was stated, could be 
checked out without restri .ion. 
Charles Gilles, head of the coun- 
ty bankers’ organization, and presi- 
dent of the Bank of Maplewood 
and Trust Co., in announcing the 
rule as to checking accounts, said it 
would be removed as soon as the 
present feeling of uncertainty 
among depositors subsides. 

The 16 banks which placed the 5 
per cent a month limit on checking 
accounts are the State Bank’ of 
Anglum, Citizens’ Bank of Fioris- 
sant, Bank of Ferguson, North Side 
Bank of Jennings, St. John's Com- 
munity Bank, West End Bank at 
University City, Brentwood Bank 
Ban of Maplewood and Trust Co., 
People’s State Bank, Maplewood; 
Citizens’ National Bank, Maple- 
wood; Old Orchard Bank, First 
National Bank of Webste. Groves, 
Kirkwood Trust Co., Kirkwood 
Bank, Lemay Ferry Bank and Nor- 
mandy State Bank. 

The first announcement made 
was that 17 county banks had 
agreed on the limit on checking 
withdrawals, and included the name 
of the Lafayette National Bank & 
Trust Co. of Luxemburg. The La- 
fayette of Luxemburg announced 
today, following a meeting of its di- 
rectors, that it would not impose 
any limit on withdrawals either 
from savings or checking accounts.

Gov. Park to Delay Reorganization 
of Finance Department. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 13— 
Political reorganization of the State 
Finance Department in connection 
with the change from Republican 
to Democratic State administration 
probably will be deferred tempo- 
rarily, it was learned last night, be- 
cause of the situation that has de- 
veloped in St. Louis through the 
closing or six banks in past eight 
days. 

The Finance Department, which 
examines and supervises the affairs 
of the 785 State banks and trust 
companies, now is solidly Repub- 
lican. It is headed by State Finance 
Commissioner D. R. Harrison of 
Marshall. 


Under political precedent, the 
change in administration will result 
in reorganization of the department 
with Democrats in all posts, but 
Gov. Park, when asked last night if 
he proposed any immediate change 
in the personnel of the department, 
under the circumstances, said, “I 
will not do anything that will dis- 
turb the situation in St. Louis. 

“T have not determined whom I 
will appoint as State Finance Com- 
missioner,” the Governor said, “but 
I will not take any action on this 
appointment for 10 days or more.” 


TAKE UP COST OF 
- SELF-SUPFICIENCY 


St. Louis U. Man Unable to 
Conceive ‘‘What Sort 6f 
Economic Paradise” Ad- 
vocates Hope For. 


“Economic self-sufficiency” could 
be achieved by the United States, 
But the cost would be great and 
the gain indefinite, speakers agreed 
at the economic and labor round 
table of the League of Nations As- 
sociation today at Hotel Jefferson. 

The group of about 100 experts, 
students and interested laymen 
adopted resolutions supporting ac- 
tivities of the League's Interna- 
tional Labor Office and emphasiz- 


‘ling that the effort of various na- 


tions toward “self-sufficiency” was 
the most crucial problem before the 
World Economic Conference to be 
held this winter. It approved in- 
clusion of tariffs among the agenda 
and the participation of the United 
States. 

The slogan, Buy American“ 
there’s a jazz song about it now— 
provokes the question, “What 
with?” commented Peter Moly- 
neaux of Dallas, editor of the Texas 
Weekly. “America,” he added, 
„buys 10 per cent of our Texas cot- 
ton. We have to sell 90 per cent 
of it outside this country. 

International Commodities. 

„We do ‘buy American,’ but in 
order to do so we must sen 90 per 
cent of our products on foreign 
markets. About 12,000,000 people in 
the South depend directly on for- 
eign trade. Consider that fact, and 
you may then see how much the 
home market depends on the for- 
tign market. 

“The South as a whole has de- 
veloped its domestic business to a 
point where 41 per cent of its cot- 
ton is absorbed in this country. I 
have been telling the Texas planters 
that sending cotton to Japan to get 
money to buy a ham packed in Kan- 
sas City and grown in Iowa is a 
round-about way to get ham. But 
the fact remains that certain basic 
commodities are international in 
character, and the United States is 
one of the biggest producers of 
some of them.” 

Says Figures Are Deceptive. 

Charles Lee Hodge of St. Louis 
University faculty remarked he had 
never been able to conceive “what 
sort of economic paradise” the ad- 
vocates of “self-sufficiency” hoped 
to acrieve. The fact that only 10 
per cent of all United States pro- 
duction went abroad was deceptive, 
he said, since some industries de 
pended fundamentally on foreign 
markets and many others had been 
able to lower costs only by outlets 
beyond the borders. 

At today’s luncheon the much-de- 
precated terfitorial “division of the 
spoils” aftér the World War was de- 
fended by Associate Professor D. F. 
Fleming of Vanderbilt Univeristy as 
“the best settlement by far that has 
ever followed any great war.“ He 
declared no other conclusion could 
be drawn from the consideration 
that the Central Powers, if they had 
won the war, would have imposed 
séttlements which would have 
“vastly increased the dominated 
minorities.” 

Prof. Fleming dweit on a grave 
prospect of warlike territorial “re 
vision,” to which he considered the 
alternativé would have to be world 
opinion focused through thé 
League of Nations. “The whole 
problem continués to be acute,” he 
remarked, “because in all of the 
new states peoples of lower ciil- 
tures now rule large numders of 
their former masters.“ 

League Upholds Minorities. 

But, in the creation of 14 neu 
states and redivision of the terri 
tory of old nations, he added, “the 
League of Nations continues to 
hold up the standards of the mi- 
norities treaties. While often too 
weak in application, these charters 
of toleration give the subject na- 
tionalities a better prospéct that 
their rights will be respected than 
has ever existed before.” 

“The German plan for nullifying 
the treaty (of Versaillet is work- 
ing th smoothness “ahd with 
speed,” declared Prof. Fleming. 

“Revision has indeed proceeded 
far. The real test will comie, how- 
ever, when only the territorial set- 
tlements remain to be challenged. 
Other things may be yielded, but 
cessions of territory will not come 
so easily.” 

“The leaders in this country we 
havé opposed our entry into the 
league until justice has been done 
to the former enemy nations are 
not the true friends of those peo- 
ples,” he said. “It would be in- 
finitely better if they followed the 
example of Germany, and indeed of 
Ireland, in going to Geneva and 
working steadily to get the maxi- 
mum of advantage from its pro- 
cesses,”

gested that there be no immediate 
curtailment of American power, 
and that the plebiscite on freedoia 
“be taken 15 or 20 years hence.” 
“This legislation,” the President 
said, puts both our people and 
the Philippine people not on the 
road to liberty and safety, which 
we desire, but on the path leading 
to new and enlarged dangers to lib- 
erty and freedom itself.” 

Some of the arguments given by 
Mr. Hoover for disapproving the 
bill follow: 

1. The Philippines economically 
are “absolutely dependent upon 
their favored trade with the Unit- 
ed States,” and the period during 
which this would be whittled ‘down 
and finally shut off is “too short, 
too violent.” 

2. Without favored entrance to 
American markets, many Philip- 
pine industries could not compete 
with nearby lower costs and stand- 
ards of living, leading eventually 
to a flight of capital, diminishing 
tax revenues and an unbalanced 
budget. 

3. American Agriculture would be 
given “no protection of any kind” 
during the first two years, and dur- 
ing the following five would have 
“no effective protection.” 

4. The civil authority of the 
United States in the Islands would 
be brought “to a point of practical 
impotence,” but with the American 
flag still flying would be “faced 
with the likelihood of having to 
employ military measures to main- 
tain order.” 

Non-Christian Population. 

5. With the non-Christian popula- 
tion opposed to the controlling 
group, yet constituting a majority 
of the total population, “the main- 
tenance of order in this consider- 
able element” would be more diffi- 
cult than at present. 

6. The Philippine Government 
has not had sufficient income to 
support “even the Filipino Scouts, 
much less an army or navy,“ while 
the United States now spends an- 
nually on a minimum necessary 
American military force a sum 
equal] to approximately 28 per cent 
of the entire Island income. 

7. In comparison with neighbor- 
ing Oriental countrtes, the Philip- 
pines offer large areas of undevel- 
open resources, and the “pressures 
of those immense neighbor popula- 
tions for peaceful infiltration or 
forceable entry into this area are 
most potent.” 

The President pointed out that, 
while the present bill would give 
the United States an option on con- 
tinuing its military and naval bases 
in the islands after the 10-year 
period, it would give no promise 
of maintaining independence 
against outside pressures except an 
offer to attempt “neutralization.” 
“Other nations are unlikely to 
become pagties to neutralization if 
we continue such bases,” he add- 
ed, “and neutralization is a feeble 
assurance of independence in any 
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event unless we guarantee it. That 


of the United States in their af- 

fairs. 

“But with the impression that 
these idéas in the bill convey, it is 
likely that the Philippine people 
would vote in two years in the be- 
lief that independence is thereby 
attained and with the more or less 
general belief that we will indefi- 
nitely engage our power and our 
own future welfare in the altruistic 
mission of preserving their inde- 
pendence from international forces 
against which they are incapable 
of defending themselves. 

“Therefore, before any plebiscite 
is held, we should honestly and 
plainly declare our intentions. This 
bill does not do this. In discharge 
of the moral responsibilities of our 
country, we have no right to force 
an irrevocable decision of their 
part to be taken two years hence 
at a moment in history when the 
outlook in the world and of their 
surroundings is at best unfavorable 
to their permanent independence.” 

The President advocated that 
steps be taken immediately, how- 
ever, looking to ultimate freedom. 
He urged that more powers be 
given island officials, that immigra- 
tion should be restricted at once, 
and that there should be a grad- 
ual reduction of free imports to 
the United States. 

He suggested that there be fixed 
“a mutual preference in trade sim- 
ilar and on & wider scale than that 
with Cuba,” and that the United 
States declare definitely before any 
plebiscite whether all its military 
forces would be withdrawn, or un- 
der what conditions protection 
would be continued. 

Dyer Calls on Congress to Keep 
Promise to Philippines People. 
Calling upon the Congress to “ful- 

fill your promise to give independ- 

ence to the Philippines,” Represent- 
ative Dyer (Rep.), Missouri, said: 

“The President of the United States 

says we should not be influenced 

by selfish interests in giving the 
islands freedom. When the war 
came that brought about our con- 
trol of the islands, Presiden* Mc- 

Kinley said we had not taken over 

the islands as a conquest but to 

permit them to establish a govern- 
ment. 

“I have visited the: islands and 
studied the situation and I have 
found that the only selfish interests 
are the Americans in the Philippine 
Islands in business and the inter- 
ests here in this country that con- 
trol that business. They do not 
want independence in 15 years. 
They do not want it ever. 

“The other selfish interests are 
the United States Army and Navy. 
They do not want us to leave the 
islands because they do not want to 
give up the service in them. 

“Tt was the Army and Navy that 
influenced the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy and 
these two Cabinet officers did more 
to influence President Hoover's de- 
cision than any one else. 

“We promised the islands inde- 
pendence when they became able 
to organize and maintain a stable 
government. Their government is 
as stable as many of those in larger 
countries.”

READY TO TRY AGAIN 


Gets Two More Beasts in Hope 
This Time of Killing Them 
Himself. 


Denver M. Wright will leave 
Brentwood soon with two lions 
with which he hopes to fulfill his 
shattered dream of a big-game ex- 
pedition to Southeast Missouri, 
where there ig no big game unless 
the hunter takes it with him. 


Not unmindful of . criticism 
evoked last October when he cart- 
ed two young female lions to a 
Mississippi-River island, near Com- 
merce, he displayed the quarry he 
will release to shoot on anotner 
island in the same region. They are 
in a public garage near his home, 
1618 Annelee avenue, Brentwood, 
where they were delivered Tuesuay 
evening by George Stretch, cure- 
taker at the circus farm of the W. 
P. Hall estate at Lancaster, Mo. 

They were transferred yester.lay 
from the small cage in which they 
journeyed by truck to St. Louis, 
to the larger, more substantial box 
that was the home of the ill-fated 
lionesses, which, now mounted, are 
ornamenting the den of the thwurt- 
ed lion hunter. 

“This time,” said Wright pride- 
fully, as he escorted a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter to the cage where 
the two animals roared their dis- 
satisfaction, “everything is going to 
be bigger and better than before. 
The lions—wait till you see them— 
weigh 400 pounds each; they are 
savage, man-eating beasts captured 
in the wilds of Africa. The man I 
bought them from told me so. 

Gun Bearers n' Everything. 

“The island I have picked out is 
going to be the nearest thing to 
an African jungle you've ever seen 
this side of the equator. I've got 
some surprises in store for this ad- 
venture. It’s going to be a real Af- 
rican lion hunt. Gun bearers, 
beaters—but wait till you see. And 
the ending,” Wright said resolute- 
ly, “will be different.” 

Frustrated on his previous hunt 
by a deputy sheriff, a boatman and 
a newspaper reporter who slipped 
to the island and killed the two 
lionesses he had loosed earlier in 
the day, while the hunting party 
was eating chicken dinner, Wright 
said he had taken precautions to 
prevent another fiasco. This time, 
he said, guards would patrol the 
island from the time the lions are 
loosed until the hunt began. 
Two in Cage; Two More Optioned. 

Wright's new lions, purchased 
soon after his return from the first 
disappointing expedition, are an 
answer, he believes, to unfavorable 
comment on the age and tameness 
of the 10-month-old lionesses he 
took with him last October. These 
are males, full grown, and give the 
impression that if not savage they 
at least are ill-tempered. 

Their predecessors were likely to 
sulk in the corners of the cage 
when visitors came, but these ani- 
mals seem ready to rend the bars 
when. greeting callers. To Wright's 
great satisfaction they roar loudly 
and fiercély. He has an option for 
quick delivery on two more like 
them in case anything should hap- 
pen to his new pair. 

Indignant at what he considers 
unfair criticism of his sportsman- 
ship, Wright has a plan he hopes 
will win public approval. He has 
hired a motion picture photog- 
rapher to accompany the expedi- 
tion. The film will be offered for 
sale to theaters in other cities and 
the proceeds will be donated to 
some charity in the town in which 
the picture is shown. 

To the people who do not under- 
stand or sympathize with his de- 
sire to liberate lions on an island 
and shoot them, Wright explains 
that there is an oversupply of lions 
in the world; they are not wanted 
by zoos and circuses where they 
are fed at great expense, and fi- 
nally, if a man wants to buy a 
couple of lions and hunt them 
there’s no law against it. 

“You can't give lions away if you 
want to,” Wright said. “Who wants 
a lion? People have to be tricked 
into taking them; that’s the way I 
got the first two. In hunting them, 
they get a short time of liberty 
and then are painlessly exter- 
minated. There’s nothing wrong 
with that. The people in the com- 
munity in which the hunt will be 
held are enthusiastic about it. 
They're my lions, they want me to 
bring them there, and that ought 
to end it.” 

Barring a change of plans, 
Wright’s. hunting party will con- 
sist only of himself and his son, 
Charles. They will be accompa- 
nied by residents of the commu- 
nity, who will act as guides, zun 
bearers, beaters or whatever is re-

TWO WEEKS ANNUALLY 


Obtains Modification of Divorce 
Decree from Former Helen 
Muckerman.

Russell T. Eggers, Clayton insur- 
ance man, obtaineu a modification 
of a divorce decree from Circuit 
Judge Mulloy at Clayton today, to 
give him custody of his 5-year-old 
son, Billie, for two weeks annually. 
His wife, the wealthy former Miss 
Helen Muckerman, ob‘ained th di- 
vorce on Feb. 4, 1931. It became 
known a week ago that she had 
married Warren Beckwith on Feb. 
4, 1932. Mr. and Mrs. Beckwith re- 
side at La Jolla, ‘al. The decree 
had provided that Eggers could see 
the boy for two two-hour periods 
weekly. Eggers testified today that 
he was able to follow this schedule 
most of the time while staying in 
California, but that he no longer 
could stay there. 

Judge Mulloy ruled that the boy 


could reside with Mrs. Beckwith in 


California, but that she was to 
bring him here annually on July 10 
and permit him to stay with Eggers 
for two weeks. 

Has Contributed Nothing. 

Eggers, who resides at 456 Oak- 
ley drive, Clayton, testified he had 
been in California most of the time 
since the divorce. He said he had 
not contributed to his son’s sup- 
port and had not been asked to. 
Explaining, he referred to his wife, 
saying, She's got a million dollars 
and I have only a small income.” 

Two weeks before filing the mo- 
tion to modify the decree, Eggers 
related, he tried to borrow $25,000 
from Mrs. Beckwith, to buy a 
quarter interest in a New York 
Stock Exchange seat. He filed the 
motion on Dec. 29, after learning 
she would not lend the money, he 
said. Mrs. Beckwith told him, Eg- 
gers went on, that she would hate 
had to borrow on her home to ob- 
tain the money, as her brothers haa 
borrowed from the Ignatius C. 
Muckerman trust, the source of her 
wealth. One brother borrowed 
$900,000 from the trust and another 
borrowed $600,000, Eggers quoted 
his former wife as saying. 

Mrs. Beckwith's father, the late 
Ignatius C. Muckerman, was presi- 
dent of the Polar Wave Ice and 
Fuel Co- 

Didn’t Know of Marriage. 

When he asked for the loan he 
did not know his former wife had 
remarried or he would not have 


made the request, Eggers declared. 


He said: I asked her last Sep- 
tember if she was married to that 


fellow, as that would have made a 
change in the matter of the child 
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entirely.“ He did not quote her 
reply, and he said he did not know 
she had married again until about 
the time his motion was filed. 

Eggers had been married and di- 
vorced previously. He said his ehil- 
dren by that marriage, aged 11 and 
13, were with their mother in Cali- 
fornia, although he had legal cus- 
tody of one of them. 

Mrs. Beckwith, who is visiting a 
sister in Clayton, also testified. She 
and Eggers spoke in friendly fash- 
ion when they met in court. She 
disclosed the exact date of her sec- 
ond marriage and the place— 
Union, Mo. She is 30 years old 
and Beckwith 25. Failure to an- 
nounce the marriage had nothing 
to do with the place of residence 
of her son, she told the judge. 


Nurse in Charge ef Child. 

Eggers’ lawyer questioned Mrs. 
Beckwith about her second hus 
band. She replied that Beckwith 
had not been employed until he 
obtained a position last month with 
the Lafayette Oil Co. She said 
the nature of his work and his sal- 
ary were not known to her. Cali- 
fornia is his home and she prefers 
that State, she added, because her 
health is better there. 

A nurse has been in charge of 
Billie since he was two weeks old, 
Mrs. Beckwith related. She as 
serted Eggers had not been inter- 
ested in thefr son until after their 
divorce.

He is a former 
professor of chemistry at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and at Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 
More recently he has been engaged 
in industrial chemistry at Wilming- 
ton.

ON ST. LOUS ESTATE 


lu. S. Wants to Know How 


‘Henry Garner Heirs’ Thought 
He Had Tract Here. 


Postoffice inspectors have under- 
taken an investigation of how hun- 


dreds of persons in several states 
have acquired the impression they 
are heirs to an estate supposed to 
include 40 acres of downtown St. 
Louis real estate. 

For more than a year inquiries 
have been received by the Probate 
Court, lawyers, title examiners and 
the Better Business Bureau from 
persons who wish to know more 


about the estate said to have been 


left by a Henry Garner who died 
early in the last century. They 
had been told that he left 40 acres 
of property under a 99-year lease 
and that the lease had recently ex- 
pired. And they had been asked 
to pay up to $50 for membership 
in the Garner Research Associa- 
tion. 

‘McCune Gill, an authority on the 


early history of St. Louis and vice 


president of the Title Insurance 
Corporation, has found no record 
of such an estate in a thorough 
search of the records. He wrote 
the association requesting more 
information, asking particularly 
just what 40 acres were claimed 
and who had been collecting the 
rent under the lease, but received 
as his only reply a letter which 
said the information could not be 
disclosed at this time. 
About Eight City Blocks. 

Forty acres of real estate, Gill 
said, would comprise a tract of 
about 8 city blocks and would be 
enormously valuable if located 
downtown. 

Although the association was or- 
ganized to prove the existence of 
the supposed estate and distribute 
it among the heirs, applicants for 
membership are asked, on the ap- 
plication blank, to state whether 
they are heirs of the estate. If 
the answer is yes they are required 
to swear to be “loyal and respect- 
ful” to officers of the association; 
to “cast aside all selfish motives,” 
and not to sell their interest in the 
estate to anyone. 

“Be loyal,” the printed form con- 
tinues, “be co-operative, be cau- 
tious . . The wheels are turning. 
A little oil reasonably placed will 
keep them moving ... Let the 
enthusiasm of hope spread over you 
for the others and His good graces 
shall come to you, to Us and to 
them, and we shall all rejoice in 
the rewards that belong to us.” 

What the $50 Will -Obtain. 

In return for all this the asso- 
elation contracts to issue a mem- 
bership card when the $50 fee is 
paid in full and, “while no direct 
promises are made, the officers 


agree to do all in their power and 


within the limits of the monies 
placed at their disposal to perfect 
proofs and file same,” and in case 
of failure, to return the money, less 
expenses. 


The association was organized in 
Highgrove, Cal., and the investiga- 
tion has been assigned to postoffice 
inspectors at San Bernardino, Cal., 
with whom the.

Philippine independence dill: 


To the House of Representatives: 
I return, herewith, without my 
approval, H. R. 7233, entitled “An 
act to enable the people of the 
Philippine Island to adopt a ocn- 
stitution and form a government 


‘for the Philippine Islands.” 


The Philippine people have today 
as great a substance of ordered lib- 
erty and human freedom as any 
people in the world. They lack the 
form of separate nationality which 
is, indeed, their rightful spiritual 
aspiration. They have been en- 
couraged in this aspiration by ev- 
ery President of the United States 
during the year of our association 
with the Philippines and by de- 
clarations of the Congress. 

But in securing this spiritual 
boon to the 13,000,000 people in these 
islands the United States has a 
triple responsibility. That is, re- 
sponsibility to the Philippine pco- 
ple, responsibility to the American 
people and responsibility to the 
world at large. 

America’s Responsibilities. 
Our responsibility to the Philip- 
pine people is that, in finding a 
method by which we consummate 
their aspiration, we do not projet 
them into economic and social 
chaos, with the probability cf a 
breakdown in Government, with its 
consequences in degeneration of a 
rising liberty which has been 80 
carefully nurtured by the United 
States at the cost of thousands of 
American lives and hundreds of 
millions of money. 

Our responsibility to the Ameri- 
can people is that we shall see the 
fact of Philippine separation ac- 
complished without endangering 
ourselves in military action here- 
after to maintain internal order or 
to protect the Philippines from 
encroachment by others, and, above 
all, that this shall be accomplished 
so as to avoid the very grave dan- 
gers of future controversies and 
seeds of war with other nations. 
We have a responsibility to the 
world that, having undertaken to 
develop and perfect freedom for 
these people, we shall not by our 
course project more chaos into a 
world already sorely beset by insta- 
bility. 

The present bill fails to fulfill 
these responsibilities. It invites all 
these dangers. It does not fulfill the 
idealism with which this task in 
human liberation was undertaken. 

Summary of the Bill. 

The bill provides for a constitu- 
tion of a specified character to be 
framed by a Philippine convention, 
for the submission to the Filipino 
people, and for the incidental de- 
termination as to whether or not 
they desire independence. In the 
event of a favorable vote, and after 
probably about two years, an in- 
termediate government of the 
Philippine Islands is established, 
the office of Governor-General is 
abolished, and all important pivil 
authority of the United Stat is 
effectively abrogated, except for 
certain inconsequential powers 
which are vested in a high com- 
missioner. The United States re- 
tains also during the approximate- 
ly 10-year period of intermediate 
government, the powers of limited 
control over legislation (by the 


President), of judicial review in cer- 


tain cases (by the United States 
Supreme Court), of supervision of 
foreign affairs, and of military 
occupation. 

Immigration is regulated and 
during the same period certain 
duty-free imports into the United 
States are curtailed to specified 
quotas. The intermediate govern- 
ment is to levy export taxes, to in- 
crease from an initial charge of 5 
per cent in the sixth year of that 
government to 25 per cent in the 
tenth year. 

Complete independence is auto- 
matically established in the 
eleventh year after the inaugura- 
tion of the intermediate govern- 
ment; and all free trade between 
the Philippine Islands and the Unit- 
ed States is then terminated, un- 
less some other understanding is 
arrived at by a trade conference. 
The United States retains, after 
the establishment of independence, 
the right to maintain military and 
naval stations in the Philippine 
Islands; and the bill calls for an 
effort on the part of the United 
States to safeguard the future of 
the islands by securing internation- 
al neutralization. 

I am returning this bill because 
I consider that it is subject to the 
most serious objections. In the 
statement which follows, I do not 
enter upon many secondary crit- 
icisms, but confine myself to the 
broader aspects of the subject, 
which, in any event, must dominate 
conclusions as to rightful action. 

Economic, Social Consequences. 

During the period of intermedi- 
ate government prior to complete 
independence, not alone the inter- 
nal and external political relations 
of the Philippine people must be 
adjusted, but they must adjust 
their economic life to the complete 
abrogation of the present free-trade 
association with the United States. 
The period for such adjustment in 
this act is too short, too violent. 
These adjustments will not be con- 
fined to the period after inde- 
pendence. On the contrary, these 
reactions will begin much before 
that, for people do not wait to ad- 
just their affairs until after a 
known certainty. They discount 
and prepare in advance. 

To grasp these implications, we

OLLOWING is the text of President Hoover's message vetoing the 


the end of the 10-year period. The 
free entry of Phillppine products 
into the United States, that is, 80 
per cent of their foreign market, is 
to cease at that time, or at best be 
subject to an indefinite negotiation. 

Unfortunately for these people, 
their economic life today, and for 
many years to come, is absolutely 
dependent upon their favored trade 
with the United States. Many of 
their industries cannot compe 
with the lower standards of living 
and costs in other tropical and sub- 
tropical countries, except by virtue 
of their favored entrance to our 
markets. Lands now employed in 
these products must be abandoned 
or alternatively all real wages and 
standards of living and all land 
values must be reduced to the level 
of other competing countries. 

Consequently, capital invested in 
large industries, the security for 
mortgages held by their banks, 
their insurance companies, their 
other institutions, must be greatly 
reduced, the financial system of the 
islands endangered, a flight of cap- 
ital must ensue, the ability of the 
people to pay taxes undermined, the 
Government revenues diminished, 
and its ability to maintain its obli- 
gations and to maintain public or- 
der will be weakened. The Govern- 
ment already has difficulty balanc- 
ing its burget and this difficulty 
will be thus intensified. 

Under these circumstances they 
must inevitably and soon greatly 
diminish a large part of their gen- 
erous support to schools, health and 
roads., The American Government 
will be faced after projection of 
these events with years of military 
occupation among a degenerating 
economic and social life, with all its 
governmental difficulties. 

On Our Selfish Interests. 

A large part of the motivation for 
the passage of this bill is presumed 
relief to certain American agricul- 
tural industries from competition 
by Philippine products. We are 
trustees for these people and we 
must not let our selfish interest 
dominate that tru- 

However, from our agricultural 
point of view, during the first pe- 
riod of presumably two years it 
gives no protection of any kind. 
During the following five years it 
gives no effective protection be- 
cause the amount of competitive 
commodities admitted into the 
United States duty free is in sugar 
50 per cent larger than that of 
1928; vegetable oils 25 per cent 
larger. In any event the sugar 
benefits inure more largely to for- 
eign producers than to our own 
farmers. 

If we are to predicate the fate 
of 13,000,000 people upon this mo- 
tive, we should at least not mislead 
our farmers about it. If we are to 
base our action upon economic 


its importance—then also we should 
give regard to our farmers, work- 
ers and business men whose liveli- 
hood, particularly upon the Pacific 
Coast, will be largely destroyed by 
lack of positive provisions for re- 
ciprocal trade after independence 
upon which they can predicate their 
future. 

Responsibility Without Authority. 
The bill weakens our civil au- 
thority during the period of inter- 
mediate government to a point of 
practical impotence. The powers 
which the High Commissioner can 
exercise on his own initiative are 
unimportant, and those which can 
be delegated to him by the Presi- 
dent over legislation are doubtful 
and indirect. During this period, 
however, the American flag will be 
flying and our army will be in oc- 
cupation. Our Government, with 
inadequate civil means for exercis- 
ing its sovereign authority to con- 
trol the situation but with con- 
tinued moral responsibility to main- 
tain stable government, will daily, 
during those years, be faced with 
the likelihood of having to employ 
military measures to maintain 
order in a degenerating social and 
economic situation, or alternatively 
to expend large sums fromi our tax- 
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for a long time. Moreover, without 
real civil authority, we can have 

no assurance that the intermediate 
government may not find itself in 
difficulties with citizens of other 
nationalities which may involve the 
United States. Such responsibility 
in these situations, without 
adequate authority, can lead only 
to disaster. 

The income of the Philippine 
Government has never in the past 
been sufficient to meet, in addi- 
tion to other expenditures, the cost 
of supporting even the Filipino 
to an army or 
navy. The United States expends 
today upon the native and Ameri- 
can military forces for the protec- 
tion and assurance of internal or- 
der and for the maintenance of the 
minimum requirements of external 
defense a sum amounting to ap- 
proximately 28 per cent of the entire 
revenues of the Philippine Govern- 
ment. 

If the naval expenditures of the 
United States in the Philippine 
Islands are included, this figure is 
increased to 36 per cent; and it 
must be remarked that both fig- 
ures relate to the expenses of the 
forces actually in the islands and 
do not include the very pertinent 
potential protection afforded by the

Neither our successors nor his-

the liberty we seek to confer nor 


for dangers which we create for 
ourselves as a consequence of our 
acts. This legislation puts both our 
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. Men of Every 
er bases. Other nations are unlikely 
to become parties to neutralization 
if we continue such bases and neu- 
tralization is a feeble assurance of 
independence in any event unless 
we guarantee it. That again is the 
perpetual engagement of the United 
States in their affairs. 

But with the impression that 
these ideas in the bill convey, it is 
likely that the Philippine people 
would vote in two years in the be 
lief that independence is thereby 
attained and with the more or less 
general belief that we will indefh 
nitely engage our power and our 
own future welfare in the altru- 
istic mission of preserving their in- 
dependence from international 
forces against which they are in- 
capable of defending themselves, 


Moral Responsibilities. 


Therefore, before any plebiscite 
is held, he should honestly and 
plainly declare our intentions. This 
bill does not do this. In discharge 
of the moral responsibilities of our 
country, we have no right to force 
an frrevocable decision on their 
part to be taken two years hence 
at a moment in history when the 
outlook in the world and of their 
surroundings is at best unfavorable 
to their permanent independence.

tution and government, both in the 
light of experience and the forces 
moving at that time. 

In the meantime we should de- 
velop steadily through an expansion 
of the organic act a larger impor- 
tance to their own officials by ex- 
tension of authority to Cabinet 
government, with a full reserve of 
powers to our representatives. Im- 
migration should be restricted at 
once. 

We should co-operate with them 
to bring about their economic in- 
dependence before the plebiscite by 
very gradual reduction of their : ree 
imports. We should, prior to such 
plebiscite, or any sooner date that 
the Philippine people propose, fix a 
mutual preference in trade similar 
to and on a wider scale than that 
with Cuba. The United States 
should plainly announce prior to 
the time of this plebiscite whether 
(a) it will make absolute and com- 
plete withdrawal from all military 
and naval bases, and from every 
moral or other commitment to 
maintain their independence, or (b) 
the conditions as to authority and 
rights within the islands under 
which we will continue their pro- 
tection. 

These final steps can not be 
properly determined now by either 
the Philippine people or ourselves. 

“Dealing With Precious Rights.” 

We are here dealing with one of 
the most precious rights of man— 
national independence interpreted 
as separate nationality. It is the 
national independence of 13,000,000 
human beings. We have here a 
specific duty. The ideals under 
which we undertook this responsi- 
bility, our own national instincts 
and our institutions which we have 
implanted on these islands, breathe 
with these desires. It is a goal 
not to be reached by yielding to 
selfish interests, to resentments, or 
to abstractions and all the forces 

which would destroy the boon we 
seek to confer and the dangers to 
our own freedom from entangle.

The report said securities back 
of the loans had not been examined 
by the committee because “with the 
limited opportunity presented to 
the committee, no further exam- 
ination could have been made.” 

“No funds having been provid- 
ed,” it said, “an examination of 
the records of the gorporation was 
rities cnecked. 
To have done this would have re- 


quired a substantial staff to not 


only check the records of the cor- 
poration, but to have gone to the 
12 Federal Reserve banks to make 
an examination of the securities, 
the same having been deposited in 
those Federal Reserve banks for 
convenience. 

“If the Senate desires to direct 
that a more exhaustive examination 
be made,” the committee added, “it 
should do so after discussion as to 
the extent of the task, the expense 
which would be involved and the 
benefits which would be derived 
from that work.” 


OUTBREAKS OF EXTREMISTS 
IN SPAIN QUIET DOWN 


Guards Scouring Hills in Search of 
Bands Which Have Caused 
Trouble.

“We are now,” he declared, “at 
the crossroads, where we must 
choose between a dole system ard 
some method of supplying work to 
our people.” 

The text of Senator en ad- 
dress follows: 

“There is no disagreement among 
our citizens as to the desirability 
of providing gainful work for the 
unemployed. There is not, and thore 
cannot be, any  disagreemeat 
among thoughtful people, that 
neither industry nor agriculture 
can today provide this gainful en- 
ployment without a change in meth- 
ods or operations. 

National Existence Imperiled. 

“All must agree that the very 
safety and perpetuity of ary 
Government demands that its citi- 
zens may, by honest work, earn 
their living. History and principles 
of justice unite to prove that pov- 
erty, misery and destitution of the 
many, in the presence of privilege, 
wealth, luxury and plenty of the 
few, is the greatest danger that can 
confront a national existence. 

“It is also self-evident that if our 
modern inventions and scientific 
advancement can now produce 
more of life’s necessaries and com- 
forts in one year than can be sold 
at a profit,theendofthe year will 
find an unsalable surplus. What- 
ever the commodity, an unsalable 
surplus clogs the market, and if 
perpetuated in industry, results in 
decreased activities, decreased em- 
ployment, and decreased purchas- 
ing power of men and women 
thrown out of work. 

“Let us consider an illustration of 
such situation. Last week a chur- 
itable institution. in Washington 
made an appeal for old shoes in the 
following language: We need men’s 


shoes and socks immediately. it is 
tragic to turn down applicants who 
come in with tattered shoes that 
have chafed their feet so that they 
actually leave a trail of blood as 
they limp along. An average of 700 
shoes is needed daily.’ 

“This request was for old shoes 
to be given free to people whose 
naked toes were said to be actually 
projecting into the frozen snows. 
The stores of Washington ‘and 
throughout thé country were at 
that very moment stacked with 
shoes that could not be sold. Fac 
tory warehouses were bulging with 
millions of shoes. 


No Scarcity of Shoes. 


“United States shoe factories can 
produce 2,500,000 pairs of shoes 
daily; 75 million per month; 900 
million per year. The greatest num- 
ber of shoes ever sold by American 
factories in one year was approx- 
imately 300 million pairs, or one- 
third of the present capacity to pro- 
duce. Let us look further for an 
explanation of this condition. 

“The time required to produce 
100 pairs of shoes in the year 1863 
was 1832 hours. In 1927, with ad- 
vanced machinery, the same num- 
ber of shoes could be produced in 
approximately 100 hours. 

“These men who leave their 
blood-stains upon the snow-cov- 
ered streets of our national Capi- 
tal are not shoeless because of: a 
scarcity of shoes. They are not 
compelled to endure their agony 
because nature has failed to pro- 
vide the raw materials out of 
which shoes are manufactured. 
Their condition is not the result 
of a scarcity of labor to work in 
American shoe factories. 

“These unfortunate people, and 
the other millions suffering like 
them, cannot buy shoes, cannot buy 
food and cannot buy shelter be- 
cause they have no way to work 
and earn the money to buy the 
abundance of shoes, food and 
shelter stored up in huge quanti- 
ties through the Ration.

McKellar’s successful effort to 
subject tax refunds to greater 
scrutiny than at present was in- 
spired by an item in the deficien 
bill appropriating $28,000,000 to 
Treasury to pay refunds.

Special attention was called to 
a recent Treasury decision grant- 
ing an abatement of $5,869,951 and 
a refund of $45,343. on account of 
an oOver-assessment of the Mills es- 
tate. A memorandum from the 
Treasury explained that the great 
bulk of the remission represented 
the credit due the estate under the 
law for amounts paid in state 
inheritance taxes. In addition, 
$199,909 included in the gross 
return was remitted because it rep- 
resented a transfer of property 
which had been shown, on investi- 
gation, not to have been made in 
contemplation of death.

One of the most pressing tasks before the Gov- 
ernor and Legislature is the problem of reorgan- 
izing the Missouri prison’s industrial system in prep 
aration for the Hawes-Cooper law, which goes into 
effect in January, 1934. We do not want in Mis 
souri such bloody prison riots as have occurred at 
Canon City, Dannemora, Auburn and other places, 
but we shall be issuing an invitation to ridts if 
we permit the Hawes-Cooper law to throw the prison 
into a state of idlenegs. 

This law, passed in 1928 at the instance of manu- 
facturers and trade- union groups, enables a state 
to prohibit the sale within its own borders of goods 
made in the prisons of any other state. It is thus 
put affirmatively, but its effect is to make impos- 
sible the production of goods in prisons for open 
public sale or under contract with private business. 
As a matter of self-protection, to prevent the dump- 
ing of prison-made goods, all states will have to pass 
prohibitory legislation. That means the end of the 
prison industrial system, as it is now known. 

It is perhaps too late to argue about the wisdom 
of the Hawes-Cooper law, but it is difficult to refrain 
from the remark that, while the depression offers 
some justification, it had none whatever in the 
high tide of 1928 prosperity. The volume of prison- 
made goods then was infinitesimal in comparison 
with the total volume of American goods, and the 
object was not competition with private business, 
but the furnishing of employment to incarcerated 
men, who otherwise would find prison unbearable. 

Barring the possibility of a Supreme Court rub 
ing of unconstitutionality, and there seems to re 
main hope that this will be the law’s ultimate fate, 
or repeal, which is quite unlikely, we shall have to 
adjust ourselves to it. In his farewell address, Gov. 
Caulfield pointed out that, unless something is done, 
our prison industries will be destroyed and a “tre- 
mendous additional burden” will be laid upon the 
taxpayers. This burden will amount to $750,000 a 
year. Gov. Caulfield suggested turning to the state- 
use system, by which “convicts shall be employed 
by and for the State, and that things needed by the 
State, or by any political subdivision or municipality 
thereof, shall be purchased only from the penal insti- 
tutions, so far as they may be able to provide same.” 

Other states have used this system, according to 
Gov. Caulfield, with good results, and New York 
has employed it since 1896. In a letter to Gov. 
Caulfield, President-elect Roosevelt says: “There has 
been no difficulty in disposing of the products of 
the prison industries to the various political subdi- 
visions of the State. The so-called state-use sys 
tem has always been satisfactory.” Gov. Caulfield 
first recommended its adoption at the last Legisla- 
ture, and a bill was introduced which failed of pas- 
sage. He issues the following warning: “Even if 
that bill had been enacted at that time, it would 
have taken all the time at our disposal to set up the 
industrial and administrative machinery necessary 
to inaugurate the state-use system. Now there will 
be but a few months to prepare, even if you imme 
diately provided for the state-use system.” . 

Gov. Park has acquainted himself with the prob 
lem and, in his inaugural address, made the follow- 
ing suggestion to the Legislature: “It may be wise to 
anticipate this change in conditions and enact such 
legislation as will provide work for the prisoners. 
It is my opinion that the same number of convicts 
engaged in producing goods and materials for the 
State will interfere with free labor no more than 
does the present system. I am not in accord with 
those theorists who would substitute play and ath- 
leties for labor in our prisons.” 

The folly and nuisance qualities of the Hawes 
Cooper law are evident when it is considered that 
the state-use system, the only alternative to {dle- 
ness, involves competition with private business just 
as does the present system. So the law achieves 
only a shifting of competition, not an abolition of 
it, at tremendous cost and trouble to the states, and 
perhaps an interim period of dangerous idleness. 

We trust the Legislature will give the subject its 
early and earnest consideration. 
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REASSURING OUR ANXIOUS COUSINS. 


They don’t understand us over in England. They 
are wondering if something “extrawdn’ry” has oc- 
curred. How is it, they are asking, that Mr. Hoover 
continues to be President when, as they were re- 
liably informed weeks ago, Mr. Roosevelt was elected 
and should already have been in the White House, 
with coat off, sleeves rolled up and beads of perspira- 
tion stippling his brow? And really, it might jolly well 
be confusing. Let us hasten to say, though, that 
nothing untoward has occurred. It is just a quaint 
American custom of ours. Impulsive in some re- 
spects, we are deliberate, almost geologic, in many of 
cur political practices. And this ancient custom had 
good sanction at its origin. Knighthood was no 
longer in flower, but a horse was still the swiftest 
means Of transportation, Altoona was a continent 
away from Washington, Hollywood was an undis- 
covered flood of sunshine, and the verdict of a No 
vember presidential election did not become opera- 
tive until the following March. The Britishers would 
be sure we were spoofing them if we told them that 
a Congress chosen in November does not assemble of- 
ficially until the December of the following year, but 
that’s the grave old truth, just the same, For a long 
time, we have been trying to pitch this anachronism 
into the Potomac, and will presently do it, but mean- 
time, we desire to assure commoner and peer of the 
once merry realm, Lambeth Publican and Belted 
Earl, the arf-and-arfs and the brandy-and-sodas—we 
assure them that “God reigns and the Government 
at Washington still lives.” : 
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WHERE LAWMAKERS ARE WOMEN. 


The National League of Women Voters, an organ- 
ization always on its toes, has just come forth with 
the announcement that the state Legislatures meeting 
this year contain 131 women. Twelve of these are 
state Senators, the others Representatives. Our guess 
is that it is not the total number of women in the 
Legislatures—for in truth there are not quite so many 
as in the recent past—but the states in which they 
are the strongest which will prove the more inter- 
esting news. Taken together, New Hampsbire, Ver- 
mont and Connecticut have a population but an 
eighty-fifth of the Union’s total. Similarly, they com- 
prise but a lone one-hundred-and-twenty-seventh of 
the territory over which the stars and stripes wave. 
Yet when it comes to giving the women a chance to 
legislate, they stand 1, 3, 8, and together contain 
more than a third of the 181. The wag will suggest 
that in New Hampshire, whose Legislature contains

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necessary to draft women to fill all the seats. This, 
it would seem that these New England states simply 
have more Sir Walter Raleighs to the square mile. 
Or, perhaps, more Portias per hundred heads. 
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THE FACTS ARE WINNING. 

The League of Nations Association, meeting in 
St. Louis, was advised by one speaker to adopt di- 
rect political action” as the quickest way to bring 
about the entrance of the United States into the 
League. He may be right. Even so, the associa- 
tion will do well, we think, to consider that pro- 
posal carefully before adopting it. 

By direct political action, the speaker meant po- 
litical coercion. His plan, as sketchily outlined, is 
obviously patterned after the modus operandi of the 
Anti-Saloon League. The election of pro-League Con- 
gressmen will be sought, Organization is to be ex- 
tended into every congressional district. Candidates 
are to be put on the spot, so to speak, by the well- 
known questionnaire method. Their attitude will be 
reported to the electorate. Those who reply favorably 
will have the association’s support. The opponents, 
or néutrals, will be fought at the polls. That was the 
Anti-Saloon League mode. 

This direct-political-actionist -has evidently lost 
patience with moral suasion. 
campaign,” he declared, “all these conferences and 
round tables are futile unless we are heard in Con- 
gress. The time for talk and back-slapping has 
passed.” 

The gentlemen is mistaken, by his own testimony. 
He tells us, for example, that “sentimént for world 
co-operation is stronger here than in any country 
in the world, with the possible exception of Great 
Britain.” If that is true, how does he account for 
it? Does he attribute it to the harsh experiénces of 
the last three years? Granting the depression has 
shattered the illusion of our economic self-contain- 
ment and left most of the isolationists speechless, 
the fact is that the conferences and the round ta- 
bles have been far from futile. A campaign of edu- 
cation capably and sincerely conducted is never fu- 
tlle. It is slow, often discouraging, but it finally 
arrives. It is arriving in this instance, propelled, to 
be sure, by the ruthless force of events. 

“The League is dead,” gloated Henry Cabot Lodge 
in that memorable campaign of 1920. But it is not 
dead, and in 1933 it is, in the judgment of conse- 
quential men and women everywhere, the most hope- 
ful agency of mankind. “League, pact, concert, as- 
sociation—théy are all the same to me,” thundéred 
Senator Borah in sweeping disavowal, but Mr. Borah 
is today preaching co-operation among the nations, 
though he has not yet mustered the candor to ac 
knowledge his error. Meantime, eloquent advocates 
of our participation in the League have qualified 
their position—a change of front dictated, it may be 
inferred, as a matter of political expediency. 

But time is vindicating the vision of Woodrow 
Wilson. The history of the post-war world had been 
very different, it is pretty well agreed, had we gone 
into the League in the beginning. No informed citi- 
zen questions the truth of Stanley Baldwin’s judg- 
ment that every major European problem has been 
made imponderably more difficult by the absence of 
the United States from the League. 

The verdict of 1920 was one of emotion. Facts 
prevail in the end. Facts are winning the cause 
of the League of Nations. Let the facts go on with 
their work. Let events conduct the argument. Po- 
litical coercion may win a battle. Truth wins the war.

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BOOK REVIEW. 


Let us suppose that a person waked up some morn- 
ing eager to know the following facts: the 1932 
presidential vote of O’Brien County, Ia., the date 
of Easter in 1847, how to address a Marquis, the 
weight of the thymus gland, how much France bor- 
rowed after the armistice, who heads the National 
Horse Shoers’ union, the date of Arbor day in Ok- 
lahoma, how to remove freckles, last year’s high for 
Kreuger & Toll stock, how many pieces of misdi- 
rected mail enter the New York Postoffice daily, 
the winner of the Withers Stakes in 1917 and how 
many quarts of raspberries were grown in this 
country in 1929.

The Public Library would be demoralized by 
such a barrage of questions, and no encyclopedia 
could answer a tenth of them. There is only one 
work containing all those facts, and its forty-eighth 
edition has just appeared—the World Almanac. 

This amazing compendium appears to be depres- 
sion-proof, for it is four pages larger (948 in all) 
than last year. The style is laconic and concise as 
ever. Its fascinating tables and close-packed pages 
of information have been brushed up and brought 
to date, and its premier capacity for settling argu- 
ments is unabated. The 1933 volume scoops the 
rest of the world (except Japan) in recognizing 
Manchukuo, for a column and a half is given over 
to describing that country. Some bits of fact have 
been crowded out, but the items that supplant them 
are no less enchanting. Adam, What Language Did 
He Speak, no longer appears, but there is a piece about 
If Greenland’s Ice Melts. Similarly, Origin of the 
Wake, Walk Across English Channel, Age of the Larth, 
Weight of Ancient Armor and Air Purest at 4 a. m. 
are out, but instead we have Fiery Flying Serpents, 
British Royal Christmas Dinner, Advantages of Sub 
marines, Cremation, Ancient and Modern and Who 
Was the First President? Canada gets a hand, be 
ing promoted from 60 Years of Progress in the 1932 
volume fo 65 Years of Progress in the new one. 

No one, we are sure, will try to keep house with- 
out it. And anyone setting out for a desert islaud 
with space for only five books will head the list 
with the World Almanac.

These men, and other students of the 
farm problem, have worked. devotedly on 
the voluntary domestic allotment plan. Their 
ideas are represented by the Norbeck-Hope 
bill, introduced into Congress last July. 
The general principles which they had in 
mind became the basis of Gov. Roosevelt’s 
speech at Topeka. Starting from their prin- 
ciples and from their plan, the farm poli- 
ticians evolved the Jones bill which has just 
been passed by the House of Representa- 

tives. | 

As a measure of what has happened to 
the ideas and principles and plans of Messrs. 
Wilson, Wallace, Tugwell and Morgenthau, 
let us take one central feature of the whole 
scheme—the limitation and decrease of pro- 
duction—and compare the Jones bill with 
the Norbeck-Hope bill.

In the original plan, it was provided that 
the Farm Board should determine what the 
domestic consumption of, let us say, wheat, 
was for a crop year. The board was then 
to allot to each state a quota in proportion 
to the average acreage planted in that state 
for the past five years, multiplied by the 
average yield per acre for the past 25 years. 
That quota fixed the total number of bush- 
els of wheat on which any state could draw 
the 42-cent adjustment charge from the 
Treasury. In other words, the plan fixed 
the exact amount beyond which no state 
could go in calling upon thp Treasury. 

When the state’s quota was fixed, a state 
committee allotted to each county its pro- 
portionate part of the quota. In each 
county, a committee allotted to each farmer 
his proportionate share of the quota. The 
plan required that each farmer entering 
into the scheme must make an affidavit 
as to how miuch wheat his farm had pro- 
duced in the past five years, and that this 
affidavit should be published locally. The 
fundamental idea was that, since in each 
county the quota was fixed, every farmer 
would watch every other farmer to see that 
he did not claim more than his proper 
share. The theory was that the self-inter-

enforcing, on the principle that each 


would become his brother’s keeper. States 


would watch states, counties would watch 
—— farmers would watch their neigh- 
rs. 

Whether the idea could have been made 
to work, I do not know. But at least it was 
ingenious; it was honestly intended; it was 
a conscientious atteznpt to get production 
under control. 

The Jones bill abandons the idea entirely. 
Under the Jones bill, an agent appointed by

the Secretary of Agriculture pays the money 
to the farmer when the agent is satisfied 
that the farmer hes reduced his acreage 
20 per cent. If-the farmer cheats the agent, 
the Treasury, and not his neighbor, suffers. 
Every incentive to bring about local con- 
trol over the farmer is removed. Instead of 
all the farmers of a neighborhood having 
to agree on how they will divide a fixed 
quota, they all are invited to make the 
best bargain they can with an agent ap- 
pointed from Washington. If they all suc- 
ceed in hornswoggling the agent, the whole 
neighborhood obtains that much more Fed- 
eral money. They no longer watch each 
other. They are given every inducement 
to band together and take what they can 
from the Treasury.

Torn) however 
it may appear inconsistent to the 
world, who very seldom judge 
right of any man’s actions. I 
have no favor to ask for myself, 
I have too often experienced the 
ingratitude of my country to at- 
tempt it, but from the known hu- 
manity of Your Excellency I am 
induced to ask your protection 
for Mrs, Arnold from every insult 
and injury that the mistaken 
vengeance of my country may 
expose her to, It ought to fall 
only on me, she is good and is 
(M8. Torn) as an angel and is in- 
capable of doing wrong. I beg 
she may be permitted to return to 
her friends in Philada(deiphia) 
or to come to me as she may 
choose, trom Your Excellency, I 
have no fears on her acct, but she 
may suffer from the mistaken 
fury of the country. I have to 
request that the enclosed letter 
may be delivered to Mrs, Arnold 
and she permitted to @ to me.

paramount problem. Upon its so- 
lution ‘hangs our future. 

„Let us take a few more ex- 
amples from those all about us, in- 
dicating the increased productivity 
of machine America in its relation 
to labor. Man-hour output in the 
manufacture of pneumatic tires 
has increased 86 per cent since 
1926, 172 per cent since 1922 and 
581 per cent since 1914. Eleven 
men, machine aided, can now pro- 
duce as many tires as 581 men 
could produce in 1914. 

“In 1927 the iron and steel indus- 
try production per man had in- 
creased 4928 per cent since 1850. 
Between 1902 and 1927 the output 
per person in the electric power in- 
dustry increased 260 per cent With 
one blow of a new invention fo 
wrecking houses, as much wor 
can be done as tw men in an 
hour and a half, and machine can 
do the work of 100 men at one 
eighth of their cost. 

“Increased output per man be- 
tween 1920 and 1927 was 27 per cent 
in agriculture, 38 per cent in min- 
ing, 43 per cent in manufacturing 
and 12 per cent in transportation. 
In every line of business activity, 
the inventive genius of man has 
made it possible to produce and 
manufacture life's luxuries and 
necessaries with ever-increasing ra- 
pidity and ever-decreasing human 
labor. 

Workers Have Lost Out to Machines 

“When long hours of bitterly hard 
human labor were necessary to sup- 
ply human wants, self-defense and 
self-support demanded hard work 
and long hours. Machines have been 
welcomed by every farsighted and 
progressive civilization. Hours of 
labor have gradually declined with 
each generation, on account of laws, 
economic adjustments and public 
sentiment. Too frequently this re- 
duction, so necessary to read just- 
ment, has been gradually granted. 

“Whatever arguments and sophis- 
try may now be presented to estab- 
lish the unproved assertion that 
machines create new wants and ab- 
sorb displaced labor, the undeniable 
and inescapable fact confronts us 
today that machines have not ab- 
sorbed their displaced workers. 

“It is difficult to convince 12 
million unemployed, perhaps 12 
million partially unempleyed and 
millions of their helpless depend- 
ents, that such a theory is correct. 
Especially is this true, when all 
about them they see life’s first 
necessaries—food, clothing and 
shelter—rotting before their very 
eyes, as they cry out in helpless be- 
wilderment and hopeless want.

“As far back as 1931 Daniel Wil- 
lard, president of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad, said this: ‘After all, 
I see only gne real problem, and 
that is unemployment. If we were 
not so well ‘supplied with every- 
thing, our men would all be busy 
making the things that are need- 
ed. But we have already got so 
many things more than we can 
use that seemingly we do not need 
the work of several- million men 
now unemployed.’ 

“It will be noted that Mr. Wil- 
lard said that ‘seemingly we do 
not need the work of several mil- 
lion men now unemployed.’ Of 
course, this means we do not need 
the work of these several million 
men if we continue to use ma- 
chines and continue the present 
work week and work day. 

“It is a startling fact that in 
1929, the very year that marked 
the topmost peak of our so-called 
prosperity, 2,400,000 people were 
unemployed. In the factories of 
the land between 1919 and 1929 
production increased 42 per cent 
with a reduced working force of 
more than a half a million, while 
the actual work week only declined 
from 52 to 50 hours. Even now, 
with the distressing evidence of 
widespread unemployment on all 
sides, we find in many instances 
that work hours actually increased 
since this depression began. 

Average Work Week. 

“The average work week per in- 
dividual in the woolen and worsted 
industry in 1930 was 49.6 hours. In 
1932 the work week was 50.3 hours. 
The average work week in South- 
ern mills was 53.6 hours in 1930 
and 55.7 hours in 1932. The average 
work week of several industries in 
different localities were these: 
Card tenders, Vermont. .57.1 hours 
Loom fixers, South 
Loom fixers, N. Jersey. . 58.7 hours 
Weavers (women), 

New Jersey 

“In open pit mines workers aver- 
age from 56.4 hours to 64 hours. 
William Green testified that the 
adoption of a five-day work week 
and five-hour day in industrv would 
employ more than one-half of our 
total unemployed. It is impossible 
to estimate the effect of such an 
employment on the workers of the 
nation. 

“It would bring hope to millions 
now in despair; release a purchas- 
ing power that would call for the 
operation of factory, mine and in- 
dustry throughout the nation. It 
would bring a new demand for the 
products of both farm and factory, 
and, best of all, it would show that 
America still believes that govern- 
ment should be operated for the 
many instead of for the favored 
few. 

Two Courses Open. 

“One thing is clear in all the tu- 
mult of conflicting views and 
clashing theories—our people will 
not permit the starvation of these 
unemployed millions. Two courses 
are open to prevent this. It will 
not stand delay. In some way 
they should be given a chance to 
earn an honest living by work. 
Failing this we must broaden, ex- 
pand and probably perpetuate a 
system of public care. We are now 
unmistaakbly at the crossroads, 
where we must choose between the 
evils of a dole system and some 
method of supplying work for our 
people / 

„ .nidity of action; failure to 
face the inescapable facts; clinging 
tenaciously to theories that serve 
men, women and children, are all 
inconsistent with American ideals 
and American hopes. Clarity of 
vision; willingness to see, and bold- 
ness in action on the part of our 
people and their representatives can 
alone avert the disaster of growing 
misery and stinging poverty in the 
midst of abundance and plenty. 

J admit without hesitation that 
my plan would decrease the profits 
of capital and would increase the 
aggregate wages of labor, and the 
total income of the American farm- 
er. 

“My own belief is that the ma- 
jor contributing cause to our pres- 
ent dilemma is that labor has been 
under paid and capital has been 
over paid. 

“Our present lack of trade comes 
because of a decrease of customers 
of two classes—foreign and domes- 
tic. Our foreign trade has been cur- 
tailed by reason of troubles ahead 
and our high tariffs that have dis- 
couraged foreign trade. I favor a 
reduction in these high tariffs. 
Must Depend on Customers in U. S. 

“The largest group of customers 
of American farms and factories 
are American citizens themselves. 
In normal times more than 90 per 
cent of America’s trade is in Amer- 
ica, and at present more than 95 per 
cent We must then chicfly depend 
on American customers to main- 
tain our economic system. 

“The overwhelming proportion of 
American customers for American 
goods and products are American 
farmers and industrial wage earn- 
ers and salaried employes. In oth- 
er words mass production is de- 
pendent on mass distribution and 
mass consumption. 

“The farmers’ products, in the 
main, must be sold to wage and 
salaried employes. The products 
manufactured by labor must in 
turn be sold chiefly to wage earn- 
ers, employer and salaried farmers. 
Thus we find the farmer and the 
Wage earners mutually dependent 
on each other. 4

of American farm and factory are 
bought (if at all) by those with in- 
comes under $3000 yearly we

“What about the necessity of in- 
dustrial purchasers for farm prod- 
ucts? The same bulletin answers 
this question as follows: 

At should be added that the de- 
cline in prices of dairy products 
seems to have been due in leas de- 
gree to an increase in production 
than to a decline in the purchasing 
power of consumers.’ 

“Thus we see the two largest 
groups of America’s consumer-pur- 
chasers are mutually dependent, one 
upon the other.

Mushroom Omelet. 


Three tablespoons butter. 

One cup mushrooms. 

Six eggs. 

Six tablespoons milk or water. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 
One-sixth teaspoon pepper. 

Melt and gently heat butter. 
Cook mushrooms, peeled and 
chopped, in it for five minutes. Sep- 
arate whites from yolks of eggs, 
beat yolks untfi light, adding water 
or milk, salt and pepper. Beat 
whites until stiff, then combine 
with seasoned yolks. Carefully 
drain mushrooms from butter, and 
keep hot, turn omelet into pan and 
cook until bottom and sides begin 
to set and slightly color.

Ice the cake, top and lower deck, 
dip animal crackers (by pairs) in 
icing and arrange them on the 
deck part of cake. 

Make a sea for the ark to float 
on by crinkling green tissue paper 
on a platter. 


CINNAMON BUNS 


1 cupful milk. 

2 tablespoonfuls butter. 

2 tablespoonfuls sugar. 

% teaspoonful salt. 

14 cake yeast. 

3 eggs. 

About 4 cups of flour. 

Sugar, cinnamon and dry currants 
Scald milk, add sugar, salt, melt- 
ed butter and cool. Add yeast dis- 
solved in warm water, beaten eggs, 
flour, rise four hours, roll thin, 
spread with butter, sprinkle with 
sugar, cinnamon, currants, roll like 
jelly roll, slice, lay slices flat in 
shallow pan, rise and bake.

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NEITHER TAYLOR 
NOR LASHLY TO 
RUN FOR MAYOR 


Former Announces_ Deci- 
sion Following Long Con- 
ference of 16 Democratic 
Leaders. 


Following a conference of 10 
Democratic leaders at the home of 


Daniel G. Taylor Wednesday night,. 


Taylor announced today that he 
would not run for the Democratic 
nomination for Mayor. 

It has become known also that 
Jacob M. Lashly, lawyer and 
board chairman of the Chamber of 
Commerce, would not enter the 
race. 

There has been incipient booms 
for both Taylor and Lashly. The 
prospects of any candidate making 
a strong bid against Bernard F. 
Dickmann for the nomination were 
discussed at the conference, with 
no definite result. Supporters of 
Dickmann and adherents of anoth- 
er wing of the party, who might 
have been expected to back either 
Taylor or Lashly, were among 
those present. 

Dickmann, Jerome F. Duggan, 
lawyer, and O. H. Brooks Jr., a 
minor candidate, are the only ones 
in the field now. Friends of Law- 
rence McDaniel, former Circuit At- 
torney, who was the nominee for 
Mayor four years ago, believe he 
may run again, with the idea that 
Duggan will draw enough strength 
from Dickmann to make McDan- 
iel’s nomination possible. McDaniel 
is noncommittal, but is known to 
be considering the situation. 

Those at Conference. 

Those present during the gathor- 
ing at Taylor’s home, 410 North 
Newstead avenue, included: Taylor, 
a lawyer; Arthur V. Lashly, broth- 
er of Jacob Lashly; Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller, W. Frank Carter, Johu 
J. Nangle, Dewey S. Godfrey, chair- 
man of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee; Harry J. Cantwell, treasur- 
er of the City Committee; Jesse Mc- 
Donald, and, it was said, Glendy B. 
Arnold and James A. McKeown, 
president of the John O’Brien Bolil- 
er Works. 

Most of those present declined to 
talk about the gathering. Politicians 
understood that its purpose was to 
consider whether a strong candi- 
date against Dickmann might be 
found. Those discussed principally 
in this connection were Taylor, 
Lashly and Miller. The Circuit At- 
torney, however, says he has not 
been a candidate and has no inten- 
tion of running. 

Nangle, Godfrey and Cantwell are 
generally understood to be support- 
ing Dickmann, and observers were 
surprised to learn that they were 
invited to the conference. One man 
who attended said the general feel- 
ing of those present was that Dick- 
mann could not be defeated for the 
nomination. It was reported, how- 
ever, that Arnold objected that 
Dickmann could not be elected if 
nominated. Arnold is out of town 
today. 

Six-Hour Meeting. 

Some of the group remained at 
Taylor’s home from about 4:30 to 
11 p. m. Others were there only a 
short time. One of the latter as- 
serted there was no significance to 
the gathering, calling it a friendly 
chat about politics. The general 
impression among persons who 
have heard about the meeting is 
that no agreement could be 
reached, either for Dickmann or 
for a candidate to oppose him. 

McDaniel has been told that 
about half of the members of the 
Democratic City Committee would 
support him if he becomes a can- 
didate. He was defeated by Mayor 
Miller in 1929 by 7144 votes. 

Taylor declined to comment when 
asked today if he would support 
Dickmann. He said: “The gather- 
ing was just a group of my friends, 
to see if it was advisable for me 
to run. We didn’t discuss whether 
it was advisable for any one else 
to enter. I told them I didn’t pro- 
pose to get in and cause a bitter 
primary fight that would divide 
the party. I have neither desire 
nor ambition to run and there is 
no point in my running.” Taylor 
issued a brief statement, express- 
ing appreciation to those who 
urged him to run and saying that 
his decision not to was definite. 

Friends of Lashly said the meet- 
ing had no significance in connec- 
tion with his withdrawal. He has 
decided he cannot spare the time 
from his law practice and civic ac- 
tivities. He has not indicated he 
would support any other candidate. 


DISPUTES CONTENTION TEACHER 
MUST TEACH WITHOUT PAY 


L. H. Coward, Springfield, Mo., De- 
nies Work Must Be Continued 

8 Months Regardless of Pay. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Jan. 13.— 
The contention of State Superin- 
tendent of Schools Charles A. Lee 
that teachers must teach eight 
months for whatever salary the 
schoo] district has available is dis- 
puted by County Sueprintendent L. 
H. Coward. 

Lee in a circular letter has de- 
clared that the term of eight 
months is required in each district, 
that the teacher must teach that 
term for the available funds and 
that the Board of Education has 
no legal right to close a school in 
less than that period. 

It is only concerning the conten- 
tion that a teacher must teach the 
term, regardless of the pay, that 
Coward disagrees. He pointed to 
an old school law providing that 
the teacher’s contract must 
the number of months she is to 
teach and the salary. He does not 
believe the new law changes that.

SALE OF BRITISH DRUG CHAIN 
BY U. S. HOLDERS BLOCKED 


Chancellor of Exchequer Forbids 
Transfer Because of Adverse 
Effect on Sterling. 
By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Jan. 13.—Neville 
Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, today vetoed a proposal to 
sell American holdings in the Boots 
Pure Drug Co., largest British 
drug store chain, to British inter- 
ests. 
The Treasury announcement said 
the Chancellor “considered the 
matter in all its aspects and in- 
formed the parties concerned that 
he regards the proposal as con- 
flicting with a request he made 
Tuesday affecting foreign issues 
that would be remitted abroad.” 
There had been rumors that the 
embargo on foreign issues would 
be lifted, but the Treasury an- 
nouncement indicated such action 
was not contemplated now. 
The United Drug Co. of Ameri- 
ca, owners of the Boots Co., sought 
to sell the latter concern to a group 
of British interests. Louis K. Lig- 
gett, president of United Drug Co., 
came to London to arrange for the 
transfer and announced Wednesday 
night that it was completed. The 
Liggett headquarters today said 
that parties to the proposed trans- 
action were still meeting. 
In official circles it was said the 
Chancellor regarded the prospect of 
transfer of 18 250,000, sterling 
(atbout $27,635,000( as probably 
damaging to sterling exchange. 


ALDERMANIC GROUP OFFERS 
BILL FOR NEW FIRE ALARMS 


No Action to Be Taken for Present 
on $2500 Appropriation for 
50 Boxes. 
The Public Safety Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen decided es- 
terday that for the present no ac- 


tion would be taken on a bill which 
would appropriate $2500 to install 
50 fire alarm boxes of a type de- 
signed to trap those who turn in 
false alarms. 

The device slips a red steel 4 
pound bracelet over the wrist of the 
person turning in the alarm. Fire- 
men responding to the alarm would 
be equipped with keys to unlock 
the bracelets. 

Members of the committee sug- 
gested to a representative of the 
manufacturers that he take up with 
his company the question of instull- 
ing several of the boxes as an ex- 
periment.

In 75 Words, Former President 
Leaves Everything to 
| His Widow.

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., Jan. 13. 
—The will of former President Cal- 


vin Coolidge, in 75 words, was filed 
in Hampshire Probate Court yes- 
terday. It was dated Dec. 20, 1926. 
It was written in Mr. Coolidge’s 
handwriting on a folded sheet of 
White House stationery. It was 


subscribed by two secretaries and 
a stenographer as witnesses. 

It read: 

Will of Calvin Coolidge of 
Northampton, Hampshire County, 
Massachusetts. 

Not unmindful of my son, John, 
I give all my estate both real 
and personal to my wife, Grace 
Coolidge, in fee simple. 

Drawn at Washington, District 
of Columbia, this twentieth day 
December, A. D. ninetesn hundred 
and twenty-six. 

(Signed) CALVIN COOLIDGE.” 

After the signature were the 
words: 

Signed by us on the date above 
in the presence of the testator 
and of each other as witnesses to 
seme and the signature thereto: 

EVERETT SANDERS. 
EDWARD T. CLARK, 
ERWIN C. GEISSER. 

Apparently, the word “of” was 
omitted between “this twentieth 
day” and “December” as the page 
was turned after the word “day” 
and the second folded sheet began 
with the word “December.” 

The three witnesses served the 
President as secretary, personal 
secretary and stenographer, re- 
spectively. 

The will was filed by Ralph W. 
Hemenway, a former law partner 
of Mr. Coolidge and now attorney 
for Mrs. Coolidge. It will come up 
for authentication before Judge 
Henry P. Field on Feb. 7. Mr. 
Coolidge first studied law in the 
firm of Hammond & Field, of which 
Judge Field was a partner. 

John Coolidge, only surviving son 
of the former President, receives 
nothing. It was believed that Mr. 
Coolidge had in mind the trust 
fund that he established for John 
when the son married Miss For- 


mer Connecticut Governor, in 1929. 
The amount of the trust fund had 
been variously estimated at between 
$50,000 and $100,000.

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COOKING QUALITIES 
IN SWISS CHEESE 


Neglected Possibilities Stressed 
With Explanatory Recipes 
Given. 


Swiss cheese, though it is so 
gréat a national and international 
favorite, has been insufficiently 
appreciated for its fine cooking 
qualities. Ordinarily, the Swiss 
cheese lover is content to supply 
himself with a generous wedge of 
the nut-like, mildly salty, delicately 
mellow cheese—place it between 
two slices of rye bread—and sit 
down to his favorite sandwich. 

But Swiss cheese is by no means 
limited to its ancient and honor- 
able sandwich uses. Its nutiike 
taste will add a distinction to many 
an otHerwise uninspired dish. Ex- 
perimentation with it in cooking 


‘yields rich rewards to the creative 


cook as it lends piquancy to vege- 
table and egg dishes, particularly, 

Although it is not generally 
known by cooks, American-made 
Swiss melts almost as readily as 
butter. It can be shredded or 
grated readily to top any number 
of casserole dishes with fine re- 
sults. * 

Cheese Puffs. 

Two eggs 

One cup milk 

One and one-half cups flour 

One teaspoon baking powder 

Dash of salt and pepper 

One cup grated Swiss cheese. 

Beat eggs, add milk. Add dry in- 
gredients sifted together; fold in 
cheese. Drop by spoonfuls’ into 
deep hot fat and fry to a golden 
brown. Drain and serve with crisp 
bacon. 

Cheese Tarts. 

Three tablespoons butter 

Three tablespoons flour 

One and one-half cups milk 

One egg 

One egg yolk 

One-fourth pound grated Swiss 
cheese 
One tablespoon butter 
Make a sauce with the butter, 
flour and milk, cooking until thick- 
ened and smooth. add it to the 
beaten egg and egg yolk, stirring 
constantly. Reheat, stirring until 
sauce has thickened again. Remove 
from fire, add three-fourths of the 
grated cheese, and a dash of salt 
and pepper. Pour into a baked pie 
shell, sprinkle with remaining 
cheese, dot with butter and bake 
in a moderate oven, until very 
slightly browned. 

Cheese Souffle. 

Two tablespoons butter 

Three tablespoons flour 

One-half cup milk 

One-fourth pound grated Swiss 
cheese 

Four eggs 

Salt, pepper 

Make a sauce with butter, flour 
and milk. Add grated cheese, the 
beaten egg yolks, and a dash of 
salt and pepper. When cool, fold 
in stiffly beaten egg whites. Pour 
into a buttered baking dish, and 
bake in a pan of hot water, in a 
moderate oven, 25 to 30 minutes. 

Swiss Salad. 

Carefully wash and drain curly 
endive. Add slices of peeled firm 
tomatoes, toss lightly in French 
dressing, and sprinkle generously 
with grated Swiss cheese, mixing 
the cheese in carefully. 

Spinach a la Swiss. 

Two cups cooked noodles 

Two cups grated Swiss cheese 

Two cups cooked spinach 

Two tablespoons butter 

Two tablespoons flour 

One cup milk 

Salt, pepper 

Place cooked noodles in a cas- 
serole. Cover with half the grated 
cheese, then with the drained and 
chopped spinach. Make a sauce 
with the butter, flour, milk and sea- 
sonings, and pour it over the spin- 
ach. Sprinkle remaining cheese 
over the top and bake about 30 
minutes in a moderate oven, 350 
degrees. 


VEAL ROLLS WITH JELLY 


Ten crackers. 

Two pounds cooked veal. 

One and one-half cups hot water. 

One glass currant jelly. 

Chop meat fine. Crumble crack- 
ers fine and mix with meat and 
enough meat gravy to make thick 
mixture.

Fill greasy pans 
with hot water and a little sal-soda 
in it and let them stand. Soak any 
dishes which have contained eggs, 
dough, or any starchy material in 
cold water.

Hot water will discolor and crack 
bone, ivory or mother-of-pearl han- 
dies of knives or forks. Scour 
steel knives but never silver plated 
ones. “When washing glasses, dip 
both the inside and tne outside in 
hot water at the same time.

Charley Hollocher, brilliant short- 
stop who in 1924 quit baseball when 


reaching the peak of a great ca- 
reer, wins the nomination as the 
forgotten man of baseball. 

Never, probably, did another rec- 
ognized star drop out of the public 
eye more completely than the 
young man who covered shortstop 
so gracefully for the Cubs over 4 
five-year period beginning in 1918, 
and who, when captain of the team, 
departed without even notifying his 
manager. 

A breakdown im health caused 
him to quit. He returned to St. 
Louis, his home city, and except 
for one season. 1931, when he 
scouted for the Cubs, he has been 
in complete retirement. With his 
wife and 10-year-old daughter, Jane 
Ann, he lives at Des Peres, about 
16 miles outside the city limits, on 
the Manchester road, where he was 
visited by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
and photographer. 

Mi Baseball 

“I miss baseball,” he said. “When 
I quit some writers hinted that 
there must have been other reasons 
besides my health. One story was 
that I had trouble with other play- 
ers, another that I had made and 
invested enough money to enable 
me to retire. All this is the bunk. 
If I had my health I would be 
playing baseball even if I had «4 
million dollars. I love the game. 

“But I don’t care to watch it as 
long as I can’t play. I saw only one

Newton Anderson Who Said 
She Was Jilted.

CHICAGO, Jan. 13—Judge Paul 
McWilliams today directed a Cir- 
cuit Court jury to return a verdict 
in favor of Ernest R. Graham, 
architect, in the $500,000 damage 
suit against him by Mrs. Alma 
Newton Anderson. 

Mrs. Anderson sought damages 
on the grounds that Graham wooed 
her for nine years, jilted her to 
marry another, then conspired with 
a private detective to ruin her rep- 
utation and wrecked her life. She 
charged Graham attempted to exile 
her from the United States in re- 
turn for financial assistance. 
Defense attorneys declared in 
their opening statements that the 
suit was based on “pure fiction in 
someone’s mind.” They charged 
Mrs. Anderson was avaricious for 
money and attempted to annoy the 
architect into giving her large 
sums. 

Mrs. Anderson, 47 years old, tes- 
tifying in her own behalf, said she 
had relinquished her social stand- 
ing to be Graham’s companion for 
several years in apartments he pro- 
vided for her. She said he spent 
$20,000 a year on her and several 
times .boasted he was worth 320, 
000,000. 

Graham’s invalid wife was ex- 
pected to die, and Graham prom- 
ised to marry her “when things 
were different,” Mrs. Anderson tes- 
tified. About 1925 she said his ar- 
der cooled. About this time Gra- 
ham’s wife died and he married 
Mrs. Ruby Leffingwell, an artist in 
‘Chicago. 

The courtroom of Judge Charles 
McWilliams was crowded as Mrs. 
Anderson unfolded her story. Per- 
haps the most interested listener 
was the woman’s son, Newton An- 
derson, 25 years old. Graham, whom 
Mrs. Anderson charged with ma- 
licious persecution, was not pres 
ent. 

After describing her upbringing 
on a Southern plantation, marry- 
ing and divorcing a New York cot- 
ton broker, and of writing for New 
York newspapers and natiohal 
magazines, Mrs. Anderson said she 
met Graham in 1916 in New York 
City. He was introduced to her, 
she said, by Arthur Williams, then 
president of the New York Light 
Co. 

In 1927, Attorney Leo Hana told 
the jury, Graham paid her $30,000 
and Mrs. Anderson signed a re- 
lease. Later agreements between 
them provided her with an assur- 
ance of $300 a month for life. 
The basis of the suit was a charge 
that Graham later “persecuted” 
her with detectives attempting to 
pry into her private life. The suit
